Biz Game and Canay but Immeral In 
dians, as Pescribed by a Missionary. 


An Indian missionary, the Rev. Fath- 
er Lanie! of the Oblat Order. has re- 
turned lately to civilization from the 
longest trip yet made by any of his 
order to minister to aboriginal inbab- | 
itants of the wild and littie known | 
country watered by the sources of the | 
upper Ottawa River. From the outer | 
confines of civilization at Mattawa the. 
missionary travelled no less than 800, 
miles through this rough nerth coun- 
try, the greater part of his journey 
being made in a birch bark canoe. He 
passed by the headwaters of the Gati- 
neau. the Desert, the Coulonge, the 
Damoine. and Lake Neepewa, visiting 
also the indians of the posts of Barri- 
ere, Grand Lake Victoria, and Grassy | 
Lake. At Barriere the missiunary 
found 150 Indians congregated to trade 
with the factor of the Hudson Buy | 
Company. Their method of bartering | 
with the campany is quite ingenious. | 
For the first day or two after their 
appearance at the post they say 
thing of their bunt and make nov offer 
to sell anything to the factor. Fin- 
ally their discretion &s overcome by 
their want of tobacco or flour or trink- | 
ets, and they cautiously advance with 
a few skins which they dispose of for | 
the means of supplying their immedi- | 
ate wants. To all inquiries they reply | 
that the hunt has been a poor one and | 


that they have secured but few tre 
phies of their chase.

STATUTE LABOR LAW 


PRINCIPAL OF THE SYSTEM 
UNANIMOUSLY AGREED TO. 


The House Almost a Unite in 
Favor of Compulsory Organ- 
ization—-A Radical Scheme 
to Enforce Payment of Taxes 
—Absentee Landlords Will 
Get No Quarter but May 
Loose Their Quarter Section. 


In the Legislative Assembly on 
Tuesday, Nov. 30th, Mr. Ross moved 
second reading of a Bill respecting 
Statute Labor Districts. The hon. the 
Commissioner of Public Works said 
that there were two particular chjects 
to which the North West devoted 
nearly the whole of the funds of Gov- 
ernment. Those were the subjects of 
Education and Public works. They 
night expect that the large expendi- 
turies upon thesesubjects would be neces- 
sarily long continued. When in 1884 the 
Old Country made provision to enable 
the erection of schooi districts in the 
Territories, they provided very large 
assistance in the way of money grants 
and they also provided that the people 
should be asked to subscribe towards 
their own assistance in regard to main- 
taining the schools. Until very recent- 
ly the House had not seen fit to make 
the same demand on the people in re- 
gard to public works ; they had seen 
fit to make the total expenditure which 
had been made for public works. The 
people had practically not been asked 
to help themselves in public works as 
they had been asked in education. 
It had not been because the House did 
not see the advisability of having the 
people take a part, because as far back 
as 1885 a statute was put on the book 
enabling the formation of labordistricts. 
But from 1888 up to last year under 
the permissive Ordinance there had 
only been 57 statute 
formed. In late years the people who 
had organized were complaining, and 
became dissatisfied because those  sur- 
rounding them did nothing.

The Canadian Pacific Railway will 
at the beginning of the year institutea 
new method of making up trains over 
its entire system.

Arranged—From it Explosives of 
Frightfal Force Can Be tired—Experi- 
ments With the Ncw Device arc Sald to 
Have Demoustrated His Success. 


Experiments just conc!uded at Auck- 
land, New Zealand, prove Ueyond the 
shadow of a doubt, a8 much as experl- 
ments can, that genius has given & 
new agent of death and destruction to 
the world which is likely to create tre- 
mendous havoc in the case of a war 
in which navies assume a conspicuous 
part. It is called the Perkins Seml- 
Submarine Torpedo Fort, and the tor- 
pedo it uses is one of the most de- 
structive in point of the elements 
which enter into its construction of 
any which modern invention has pro- 
duced. 

The ides of the invention, if it can 
be so termed, is to construct at some 
appropriate spot on the seacoast 4a 
Semi-submarine fort. ° This fort 
would partially underlie a section of 
the coast at the depth of say 40 feet, 
though no limit in this regard has 
been fixed.
